People From Every. Every Surrounding 
Community Gather at Masonic Hall

‘Mr. Manning, after a brief outline 
of the scheme, stated the three main 
points af opposition offered by the 
people. Namely, that. it was consid- 
ered a fanatical scheme and brushed 
aside ag such without solutions be- 
ing offered; that it was against the 
costitution of the B.N.A. act, and 
also that it would interfere with.and 
thus be against the Bank Act also. 
In reply to these Mr. Manning, in- 
vited investigation and understand- 
ing of something that would be, he 
said, a benefit to the people; that 
Social Credit would not be illegal, 
and that it would not interfere with 
the Bank Act, as it does not substi- 
tute nor necessitate the use of money 
at all. 


In concluding, Mr. Manning referr- 
ed to the results of the Austrailian 
elections, saying that valuable les- 
sons were gained in that too big a 
territory wag negotiated and, that the 
people were not reached for. their 
support. ie 


Mr. Aberhart took three kinds of 
credit for comparisonk real, iinan- 
cial and social. When one is ott of 
a job, has no salary, wages or money, 
his real credit Is gone, he stated. Fi- 
nancial credit was the relatiohship 
one had to the man with the money. 
The financiers were able to igsue 


produce goods for security; then the 
people, through their government, 
could do the same thing with Social 
Credit. Mr. Aberhart. asked hig, aud- 
lence to avoid confusing socialization 
of credit and social credit. 

Credit must be given to the people 
producing the goods: the presence of 
the people makes the properties, re- 
sources, etc. valuable , as they con- 
tribute towards practical improve 
ments, buy goods,etec. Thus people 
have credit by their presence. With 
the adoption of Social Credit, he 
continued, every bona fide citizen of 
21 years of age would receive 26,00 a 
month whether they work or not, and 
would not be asked to pay it back. 

He put four questions to be an- 
swered: Can it be done? Where will 
the money come from? How will it 
keep going? Won't it spoll the peo- 
ple? Mr. Aberhart answered these 
questions to the apparent satisfaction 
of the audience, showing how 8% of 
the estimated wealth of Alberta (2 
billion, 406 millions) paid in a basic 
dividend to each person, would be 
approximately 300.00 a year. 

The procedure of the government, 
should Social Credit be adopted, was 
outlined; and also practical instances 
of how each person would receive a 
non-negotiable certificate from “the 
credit house each month to spend “as 
he liked, ag long as complaints were 
not lodged against him for unpaid 
debts. 

dn conclusion Mr. Aberhart demon- 
strated how the flow of credit would 
be kept in a cycle from the producer 
to wholesaler, retailer etc. and back 
to the producer. He asked the people 
to realize that it would not cost them 
anything, would give, not take away, 
and that at least, it offered a solu- 
tion. 

Harry Beeber tendered a vote of 
thanks to Mr. Aberhart and Mr. Man- 
ning on behalf of the people in this 


community interested in Social Cred- 
it.

Confidence Is Returning - 


The year of 1934 is rapidly drawing to a close and people are already 
turning their thoughts to the coming new year and giving consideration to 
matters which will command their attention and activities in the next 
twelve-month period. Already throughout the western provinces municipal 
councils and school boards have been chosen to which will be entrusted the 
administration of local community business throughout the new year. And 
the thoughts of all people are increasingly o¢cupied with what betterment 
of existing conditions may be looked for in the months that lie ahead. 

Unquestionably, people are entertaining a greater degree of confidence 
that the general economic situation is improving than has been in evidence 
for some time,—the most discouraging feature being the continued political 
unrest in Europe and the effect which any outbreak there would inevitably 
have upon the whole world. However, confidence grows that here on this 
western continent the worst of the great depression is over and we are at 
last and definitely on the upgrade. 

Restoration of confidence is one of the essential requirements to carry 
the world along the road to betterment, because until that confidence !s re- 
stored everyone is afraid to venture in any direction, all continuing to live 
from hand to mouth, thinking only of the necessities of the tmmediate pres- 
ent instead of in terms of a larger and better future. While an undue and 
unjustified optimism at this time would be just as fatal in the long run as 
a continuance of an unjustified pessimism, it is perhaps well that attention 
should be directed to facts, figures and conditions which provide a sound 
basis for hopefulness and a greater confidence. 

In recent years of financial difficulty and economic depression, many 
people have come to look with suspicion upon bankers and banking, but the 
fact remains that our Canadian banking institutions are about the best in- 
formed of all organizations as to the exact state of affairs in the Dominion. 
They have to be. Furthermore, they are always conservative in their sizing

23. For the benefit of readers who may not have the opportunity of reading 
these monthly business summaries, a few facts from this most recent pub- 
lication may well be quoted. 

Reviewing the Canadian situation, the Bank of Montreal says: “Trade 
has continued its upward trend during the past month, and the winter sea- 
son opens with conditions generally distinctly better than they were a year 
ago. A review of the first ten months of the present year shows that of 
some fifty business indices available forty-five show gains, the majority of 
@ pronounced character. The Dominion Bureau of Statistics index of the 
physical volume of business, which well sums up the whole, has advanced 
21.4 per cent.” 


It 1s pointed out, too, that industrial activity 1s more apparent in a wide 
variety of trades than at this period in 1933, and that a wider distribution 
of goods is being made. Both import and export trade is increasing, bank 
clearings, railway car loadings, mineral production, forests and fisheries all 
reveal] substantial betterments, while even in agriculture, and taking the 
Dominion as a whole, crops have been more abundant than at one time 
seemed probable and prices are higher. e 

Railway car loadings are greater than for several years and at the end 
of August were 24% higher than in the preceding year; employment in 
October, which usually shows a downward tendency, actually increased, the 
official index reaching 100 (which was the index in 1926) compared with 90.4 
and 86.7 in October 1933 and 1932 respectively. Commercial failures were 
fewer in 1934 than in any of the preceding three years. 

Dominion Government revenues reflect this general improvement, with 
Customs duties collected in the first ten months of this year 25% greater 
than in the same ten months of 1933. 

Referring to the situation in the United States, the bank summary Bays: 
“The past month recorded a partial return to the business activity that had 
characterized the earlier months of the year.” 

Steady improvement in Great Britain is recorded. For the ten-month 
period total trade increased by £82,000,000 over the corresponding period last 
year; railway traffic increased 4.1% since January 1; the number of persons 
in employment shows further improvement; British Government securities 
have reached the highest prices on record for nearly thirty years. 

Thus the situation in Canada, United States and Great Britain, in which 
countries Canada is most vitally interested, is found to be of an encouraging 
character, making for a greater degree of confidence in the future, which, 


let it be repeated, is an essential condition to continued and greater im- 
provement.

Supplementary Fuels In Farming 


Feasibility Of Using Blended Fuels 
In Low Temperatures 

In view of the growing practice of 
using supplementary motor fuels in 
admixture with gasolene for farm 
and other machinery, the feasibility 
of using blended fuels in countries 
like Canada, in which low tempera- 
tures are encountered in winter, has 
been studied at the National Re- 
search Laboratories in Ottawa. This 
particular form of research is of 
special practical importance to the 
Dominion, and consequently the lab- 
oratories have determined the rela- 
tion between water content and solu- 
tion temperature of the various gaso- 
lene mixtures now in use or being 
tried out. 

Owing to their aay, benzol 


velopments make it appear that Iso- 
propanol (isopropyl alcohol) can be 
manufactured cheaply from waste 
gases which are by-products of the 
petroleum industrv, and it is not un- 
likely, says the Canadian Journal of 
Research that in the near future this 
substance may become commercially 
available as a fuel. 

A problem arises in connection 
with the use of mixed fuels contain- 
ing ethanol, namely, the possibility of 
separation into two lHquid phases 
upon the addit'on of relatively small 
amounts of water.

Alberta Plants Trees 


Program Of Reforestation Work 
Being Carried On Bv Provincial

‘Trée planting In Alberta has been 
undertaken on an extensive gcaje, and 
more than 100.000 white spruce trees 


and some 8.400 green ash will be 
available for distribution next spring 
from the nurseries 
Oliver, according to an announcement 
made by the forestry branch of “the 
Alberta Department of Lands and 
Mines. These trees wil be distribut- 
ed on the plan adopted two years ago 
to farmers who have wood lots, or 
to schoo's, community centres, etc. 
Last year some 34.000 trees of vari- 
ous kinds were distributed from the 
nurseries to 228 different sources 
which included 183 farmers, 
schools, 13 institutions, and 14 munt- 
cipalities for community purposes. 
Reforestation work under the 
direction of the provincial govern- 
ment began in Alberta in 1932 fol- 
lowing the transfer of the natural re- 
sources to provincial control, when a 
forest service branch was created to

Quality Of Pork 2 

The mature soy bean seed, either 
whole or ground, provides an excel- 
lent protein feed to use with oats 
and barley for all kinds of livestock, 
except market hogs. Soy beans con- 
tain a large amount of oil and when 


fed to hogs in even small quantities 
the quality of pork is lowered. It is, 
therefore, recommended that farmers 
refrain from using the soy bean for 
feedings to growing hogs. Brood 
sows can be wintered nicely and will 
produce healthy litters when fed on 
a ration containing a proportion of 
soy beans. As a source of protein for 
dairy cattle and to keep the cows in 
excellent condition the soy bean ts 
excellent when fed in conjunction 
with other grains.

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A Christmas Legend 


One day in the late fall of 1897 the New York Sun received 
the following letter: ; 


“Dear Editor: 


I-am 8 years.old. ; : 
Some of my little friends say there is no Santa Claus. 
Papa says, ‘If you see it in the Sun it is so.’ 


Is there a Santa Claus? 
Virginia O'Hanlon. 
115 West 95th Street. 


This letter was turned over for reply to Franklin Phareelus 
Church, an editorial writer on The Sun. The article which he 
wrote in response has probably been reprinted more times than 
any other article ever written by a newspaperman in any 
language. It was originally published as an editorial, in The 
Sun on December 21, 1897. The author's identity was not 
made public until the death of Mr. Church nine years later. 

This remarkable editorial is reproduced here as a classic 
expression of Christmas sentiment: 


Please tell me the truth. 


“Virginia, your little friends are wrong. They have 
been affected by the skepticism of a skeptical age. They 
‘do not believe except what they see. They think that 
nothing can be which is not comprehensible to their little 
minds. All minds, Virginia, whether they be men’s or 
children’s, are little. In this great universe of ours man is 
a mere insect, an ant in his intellect, as compared with 
the boundless world about him, as measured by the intelli- 
gence capable of grasping the whole of truth and know- 
ledge. 

“Yes, Virginia, there is a Santa Claus. He exists as 
certainly as love and generosity and devotion exists, and 
you know that they abound and give to your life its high- 
est beauty and joy. Alas, how dreary would be the world 
if there was no Santa Claus. It would be as dreary as if 
there were no Virginias. There would be no childlike 
faith then, no poetry, no romance to make tolerable this 
existence. We should have no enjoyment, except in sense 
and sight. The eternal light with wich childhood fills the 
world would be extinguished. 

“Not believe in Santa Claus! You might.as well not be- 
lieve in fairies!) You might get your papa to hire men to 
watch in all the chimneys on Christmas Eve to catch Santa 
Claus, but even if they did not see Santa Claus coming 
down, what would that prove? Nobody sees Santa Claus, 
but that is no sign that there is no Santa Claus. The most 
real things in the world are those that neither children nor 
men can see. Did you ever see fairies dancing on the 
lawn? Of course not, but that’s no proof that they are 
not there. Nobody can conceive or imagine all the won- 
ders there are unseen and unseeable in the world. 

“You tear apart the baby’s rattle and see what makes 
the noise inside, but there is a veil covering the unseen 
world which not the strongest man, nor even the united 
strength of all the strongest men that ever lived could’ 
tear apart. Only faith, fancy, poetry, love, romance, 
can push aside the curtain and view and picture the sup- 
ernal beauty and glory beyond. Is it all real? Ah, Vir- 
ginia, in all the world there is nothing else real and abid- 
ing. 

“No Santa Claus! Thank God! he lives, and he lives 
forever. A thousand years from now, Virginia, nay, ten 
thousand years from now, he will continue to make glad 
the hearts of children.” 


THE IRRIGATION BLOCK PROPOSAL 


It is now generally known that the Canadian Pacific Railway 
has taken under serious consideration a proposal from the 
settlers’ committee of the eastern irrigation block that the 
entire land holdings and irrigation works'in that area should 
be turned over to them on exceptionally advantageous financial 
terms. Before the proposal can be validated it will have to 
receive the ratification of the settlers as well as that of the 
supreme C.P.R.. authority. 

For certain reasons the full terms as set out in the proposal 
have not been published. These are common knowledge in the 
district, however, and will be discussed at the various public 
meetings held for that purpose. In effect the tentative agree- 
ment provides for the tagnsfer of the land and irrigation sys- 
tem for a comparatively small sum of money, payment of which 
is to be extended over twenty years without interest, A gov- 
ernment guarantee is ngt required. 

Taking into consideration the amount of money invested by 
the C.P.R. in the project, the company’s apparent willingness 
to accept the seemingly extreme demands appears difficult to 
understand. The underlying reason, we believe, lies in the 
company’s changed policies. The C.P.R. is a gigantic concern 
which has spread into many fields of activity. It is in the for- 
estry and lumbering business, in mining, real estate, farming, 
colonizing, hotel-keeping, as well as railroading and steamship 
operating. It is generally known that the company has been 
hard hit by the depression. No organization of that size could 
very well escape the depredations caused by such a widespread 
and acute period of hard times. -As a consequence the decision 
has probably been reached to trim sails. 

Naturally some of the settlers on the irrigation block must 
look upon the proposal with a certain amount of suspicion: It 
looks too good to be true! So some agitation has been started 
suggesting that the system is worn out, that»the company is 
trying to unload a “white elephant” on the settlers, that main 
strictures are in critical conditions and other similar ideas. 
The claim is also being made that the proposal is being hur- 
ried through entirely too quickly. 

All these matters cannot easily be brushed aside. The whole 
pA sry is too imiportant.

Russian Crown Exhibited 


Was Sold By Soviet Government To 
Private Collector 

A crown worn at their marriage by 
the last three Russian czarinas was 
exhibited at the fine arts exposition 
mt Rockefeller centre, in New York. 
The crown, which is a part of Car- 
tiers private collection, is the most 
tmportant piece of Russian crown 
jewelry known to have been dispos- 
ed of by the Soviet government since 
{ts accession to power. 

It is made of scarlet velvet rib- 
bons, stiffened and shaped into a 
circlet with three cross pieces. On 
the ribbons are two rows of large 
diamonds and three of smaller stones, 
and a cross which tops the crown 
contains five huge brilliants. There 
are 320 of the big stones in all and 
1,200 of the small, and the total 
Weight of diamonds on the crown is 
about 260 carats. 

The crown was made about 1840, 
during the reign of Nicholas I., for 
the marriage of the future Czarina 
Marie Alexandrowna to the Czare- 
vich Alexander, later Czar Alexander 
II. The other czarinas who wore it 
were Marie Feodorowna, wife of 
Alexander III., and the ill-fated Alex- 
andra Feodorowna, wife of Nicholas 
11., the last autocrat of Russia. 

Chances are Catherine the Great 
wore the diamonds in their present 
settings, and that they were later 
simply sewn on to the crown shape. 
The diamonds are extraordinarily 
clear and brilliant stones, of South 
American or Indian origin.

If you want to give an effect of 
deep distance, as in a miniature 
landscape setup, place various figures 
(trees, houses, fences, etc.) in reced- 
ing planes. The focus will become 
less exact as the distance from the 
camera increases. A piece of dark 
cardboard, cut with an irregular 
edge, laid across the back of the set, 
will become a range of distant hills. 
And a‘big piece of light cardboard, 
set up well back of the rest of the 
set-up, gives you a good “sky”. 

Remember that the camera's out- 
look is wedge-shaped—narrow close 
to the lens and widening out as it 
goes into the distance. 

The greatest fun in this work is 
playing with light. Sometimes a 
single strong flood of light will give 
you what you want. Again, you may 
-want one figure to stand out bril- 
liantly, with everything else sub- 
dued. To do this, you will have to 
block off most of the light with short 
carboards, books, or whatever you 
need. 

You'll get your best effects. by 
working with the lens at its smallest 
opening. Allow: plenty of time— 
anywhere from ten seconds. to a 
minute or two, depending on the 
amount of light. 

Too, don’t forget that most films 
register blue as white, and red as 
black or dark gray.

LEMON WAFERS 
(Makes 7 to 8 dozen wafers) 
1 cup shortening 
1% cups sugar 
3 eggs, beaten 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 
1 teaspoon grated lemon rind 
5 cups flour 

% teaspoon salt 

Cream fat and sugar. Add eggs, 
lemon juice, rind, flour and salt. Roll 
very thin. Cut into fancy shapes. 
Bake in a quick oven (425 degrees 
F.) until delicately browned. Decor- 
ate with: candied orange peel, coco- 
nut, chopped nuts, raisins, or sugar, 
as desired.

Canadian butter quality is unques- 


tionably being maintained at a high™.. 


standard, according to a report on), 
Federal butter and cheese grading 
issued by the Department of Agricul- 
ture. During the period from October 
1 to November 8 out of 119,634 boxes 
of pasteurized butter graded, 85.09 
per cent. was classified as first grade, 
10.89 per cent. as second grade, and 
3.30 per cent. as third grade. Less 
than 1 per cent., or 0.72 per cent., 
was assigned no grade. In a similar 
period in 1933 out of 116,410 boxes 
graded, 83.66 per cent. was classified 
as first grade, 12.10 per cent. as sec- 
ond grade, 8.26 per cent. as third 
grade, and 0.98 per cent. as no grade, 

The grading of butter for domestio 
consumption by authorized dairy pro- 
duce graders provides for the plac- 
ing of the grade of butter on the 
wrapper and on the carton. This 
practice tends to do away with un- 
fair selling methods and competition, 
and at the same time enables the 
housewife to know the quality of but~ 
ter she is buying. The regulations 
prohibit the making of false, mis- 
leading or exaggerated claims with 
respect to the quality of the butter 
or any other dairy product whether 
such claims are made by advertise- 
ment or on the packages. While 
these grading regulations apply to 
all Canada, they are not compulsory 
except in provinces which may pass 
enabling legislation. ~
